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RUTLAND TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 
REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 

During the year of 1969, the majority of your Board members 
have attended some 55 meetings. These have included regular 
Board meetings (held on the first Tuesday of each month), special 
Board meetings, Supervisory Union meetings, citizens study 
committee meetings and meetings with officials of other towns and 
Rutland City, with the Commissioner of Education and the 
State Board of Education. In addition to these, individual 
members have represented the Board at Supervisory Union 
committee meetings and at Board meetings in other communities. 

It has been an arduous and challenging year, a year of 
progress, study and consideration. During the decade which has 
just ended, Rutland Town has grown and changed vastly. All of 
the changes have been reflected in our school system. In 1960, we 
employed eight full time teachers and one part time teacher. 
The base salary for teachers was $3,700; the tuition rate at MSJ 
was $225 and at RHS, it was $375. We had 104 high school 
students attending public and private schools and 220 students 
attending four elementary schools. 

In 1965, the Board was authorized to employ an architect to 
prepare preliminary plans for a new elementary school. In that 
year, we had 219 st udents attending the elementary schools and 
90 students attending public high school. The tuition rate at 
RHS was $530. The base salary for teachers was $4,750. We 
currently have 3NS pupils (including kindergarten) enrolled in our 
elementary school and 121 high school tuition students. The 
tuition rate at RHS will be $1,100 in 1970-71. The base salary for 
teachers will be at the least $6,200. We expect to employ a staff 
of nineteen full time and six part time personnel. We anticipate 
increased enrollments at both elementary and high school level. 
We’ll have more children to educate. We must provide rooms and 
furnit ure, books and supplies and teachers to educate them. We 
can only say, that in facing these increasing costs, every effort is 
being made to insure receiving full value for every educational 
dollar spent. 

When the elementary school on Post Road was planned, 
spaces were included for increasing enrollments. It could not be 
forecast that these spaces would be utilized completely within 
three years of the opening of the school. This year, rather than 
eliminate the kindergarten program, the Cheney Hill School was 
used for the program. We are most fortunate that we have 
retained school buildings that can be utilized during this period 
in which we are suffering growing pains. The rentals which we 
have received on t hem have made it possible to keep the buildings 
in good repair and have also provided some revenue. Next year 
the Center Rutland School will provide space for four classes and a 
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very stimulating program. Vet, part of our planning for the 
future should include providing additional spaces for the ele- 
mentary grades. The site on Post Road is of adequate size to 
sustain a substantial addition to the present building. However, 
it is the opinion of your School Directors that it would be wise for 
the Town to acquire land for future educational or recreational 
use. 


After being occupied for two and one-half years, we are 
satisfied that our school building is well constructed and func- 
tional. We have been complimented by the architect on the care 
being given to the building. Unfortunately, in October, 1969 the 
building was broken into by vandals and some damage was done. 
All necessary repairs have been made and most of the cost will be 
covered by insurance. 

A good deal of time and thought, has been devoted to the 
seeking for a permanent solution to the education of the high 
school students of the town. Rutland Town is not, and will not be 
in the foreseeable future, large enough to maintain its own high 
school. Your School Directors have, therefore, sought an alliance 
with Rutland City and/or other communities in which Rutland 
Town would have an equity in the school facility and representa- 
tion on the governing board. We have not been able to achieve 
such an alliance. Rutland City does not wish to be; a member of a 
union high school district. Attempts at a union high school 
district composed of smaller towns have failed, in either Rutland 
Town or other towns involved. 

During the past year, the Board of School Directors asked 
for, and received, help from a citizens’ study committee to 
re-examine and to evaluate the possible courses of action open to 
the Town in the area of secondary education. The study com- 
mittee’s recommendation to the Board read, in part, “It is the 
consensus of your study committee that the tuition basis for the 
high school students has been very satisfactory in the past. Due 
to location of the town around the city, the number of people 
working in the central area, the accessibility of the area high 
schools to the town, and the desirability of as much cooperation as 
possible with our neighbors, it would be highly desirable to con- 
tinue on a tuition basis if we had any guarantee that our young 
people would have a place to go to a tuition high school.” 

The State Board of Education has to some degree provided 
that guarantee by adopting the following resolution: 
“RESOLVED that in anticipation of granting State construction 
aid to Rutland City for a secondary school conditioned upon their 
acceptance within their prescribed area of Rutland Town, 
Mendon, Clarendon, and Shrewsbury, and in recognition of the 
need for continuing educational cooperation between Rutland 
Town, Rutland City, Mendon, Clarendon, and Shrewsbury, the 
State Board of Education recommends to the four towns that no 
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' ' .1 , 'I : ' 1 

action be taken calculated to encourage their students to seek 
educational opportunities outside of Rutland City; and it is 
further RESOLVED that as long as the need for educational 
co-operation continues to exist between Rutland City and any of 
the four towns, any application made by any of the four towns for 
permission to join a union which does not include Rutland City 
should be rejected.” 

It remains yet to be seen whether this guarantee will be 
substantiated by a positive vote on a bond issue for a new high 
school by the voters of Rutland City. 

In January of 1969 we accepted, with regret, the resignation 
of Superintendent Graham. Geoffrey Graham is a dedicated 
educator who contributed generously of his time and talents to 
the young people of our town. We owe much to him for the 
successful completion of our new school and for the programs 
which have been implemented in it. We are fortunate in having 
Mr. Richard Zani as our new superintendent. In the time he has 
been with us, he has exercised the positive educational leadership 
so badly needed in these changing times. 

In closing, the Board wishes to thank Miss Reilly and the 
teaching staff for their contributions to our children. Our thanks, 
also, go to Mr. Delliveneri, Mr. Champine and Mr. Signor for 
their care of our buildings. We appreciate the efforts of Mrs. 
Sharp and her staff in operating a successful lunch program. And 
last, but never least, study committee members, parents and 
members of the P.T.A., and taxpayers who have given their time 
and support to the educational program.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

I herewith submit my first, annual report as Superintendent, 
of Schools to the taxpayers of Rutland Town. 

Many new educational projects were begun in Rutland 
Town with the enthusiastic participation of the administrator, 
teachers, school board members and citizens. 

The profits from good education are diffused throughout the 
whole school population and the benefits reached are tangible. 
As each student shares his knowledge with his family, his town 
government, his state and country, he displays a positive manipu- 
lative factor held in his own mind and heart. By aligning skill and 
ambition, he may carry his mental resources and convert them to 
cash and personal ambition. Therefore the basic philosophy 
behind every new program is that each pupil will gain from the 
experience and eventually put this gain to profitable use. 

In August a two-day teacher orientation program was 
instituted, designed specifically for the new members of the staff. 
They were introduced to the educational philosophy and the 
operation of the school. As a result, the transition from summer 
free time to school work was done more smoothly and at a faster 
rate. 

A teacher self-assessment workshop has been programmed for 
two afternoons during the remainder of the school year. The 
Consultant fees will be absorbed by the Action Center IN' 
(federally funded) located in Center Rutland. Teachers want to 
evaluate their sit uation in the classroom because of the dimensions 
of a rapidly changing social, political, scientific and cultural 
society has brought to modern education. 

Some teachers presently are individualizing their reading 
programs and the third grade instructors have begun a modified 
Joplin plan, in which pupils are grouped according to ability and 
exchange teachers during the reading period. There are twice as 
many reading units and teachers are able to apply reading skills 
more aptly. A reading specialist was hired to help all children 
who are behind and need remedial help in grades one through six. 

In conjunction with the reading program, the school librarian 
is now a full-time staff member. Grades one through eight have 
library science and first , second and third graders have story hours 
during the week. The library is in transition, becoming a modem 
educational resource center. 

Educational T V has been implemented and the programs 
should prove to be valuable supplementary eirrieulum material. 
The community resource people who also supplement educational 
units arc bringing real live situations into the classrooms. 
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Sixth grade students are taking an introductory course in 
Home Economics and Industrial Arts. These are practical and 
realistic subject fields which create enthusiasm and interest in the 
total school program. 

Brandon Training School pupils are still the recipients of a 
yearly concert performed for them by the junior high Glee Club. 
Think of the moral, social and humane characteristics the Rutland 
Town pupils are receiving. Plus, they are adding a little cheer to 
the lives of children less fortunate. 

Rutland Town has been chosen by the State Department of 
Public Health to pilot a three year oral hygiene dental program. 
While the fluoride process data about the children is being com- 
piled, the pupils will greatly benefit from the health education the 
program entails. 

Possibly the most educationally exciting project to be 
implemented in Rutland Town is the Learning Disabilities 
Program for under-achievers in school work. Approximately 
15% to 25% of the pupils have physical, mental, psychological 
malfunctions, either separately or in combination with one 
another. The purpose of the Learning Disabilities Program is to 
diagnose and remediate the problems encountered by these pupils 
through a team of specialists. (Mrs.) Virginia Towle is coordina- 
tor of the project and parents, administrators, teachers, physical 
education personnel and guidance people have been oriented 
toward the child with these problems so that the pupil may over- 
come his difficulties. 

Having a co-partnership with Rutland Mental Health and 
the tying together of three different sources of money — federal 
(Title 1), state (Learning Disabilities) and local — makes the 
Rutland Central Supervisory Union’s Learning Disabilities Pro- 
gram unique in tlx 1 State of Vermont. 

The elementary educational curriculum will have to be 
assessed because of state law. Parents, faculty and students will 
be called upon to help with the assessment, of the existing pro- 
gram. It is hoped, that from this study a design and an improved 
elementary program for Rutland Town will be started in the near 
future. 

The Rutland Town School is being used as a community 
resource center. Brownies, Girls Scouts and Cub Scouts have 
their meetings there and the school playground is being used by 
the girls’ softball team and the Little League. In time, the 
excellent new school facilities may become a hub of activities and 
meetings of all non-profit groups within the town limits. 

With all the innovative approaches that have been intro- 
duced to the educational process in Rutland Town there still is a 
need for building space because of the increasing school popula- 
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tion. The Center Rutland School will be reopened in September 
of 1970 to house fourth and fifth grade children. A team-teaching 
program will be instituted and special help, in the form of many 
student teachers, will be provided for by Castleton State College. 
The instructors will collaborate and teach co-operatively and 
their educational strengths will be utilized in specialized areas of 
curriculum. The pupils’ well-being and the development of their 
potential will be the major concern of the teachers. Flexibility in 
grouping will be practiced. The students will be bussed to the 
Rutland Town School for Physical Education and Library 
Sciences and the Art and Music specialists will travel to the 
Center Rutland plant. The school lunch program will still be in 
operation. All in all, the total development and continued growth 
of the children will be enhanced. 

A Citizens Committee of twenty-five taxpayers was activated 
to study the high school problem facing the people of Rutland 
Town under the very capable chairmanship of State Representa- 
tive Emerson A. Peake. Three groups were formed; 1) to study 
the feasibility of becoming unionized with Rutland City, 2 ) to 
study the continuance of tuitioning high school students to 
Rutland City specifically and 3) to study the possibility of 
studying unionization with the smaller towns surrounding 
Rutland City. After many meetings the majority of the citizens 
group voted and recommended to the Rutland Town School 
Board to continue the same tuitioning arrangements as was 
already being practiced. 

The individuals of the Citizens Committee are to be con- 
gratulated, for many meetings were held and, in some cases, visits 
to other school districts for information, at the citizens’ own 
expense, were scheduled. 

For a town that does not maintain a secondary school or is 
not part of a high school union district, present state law r gives the 
parents of a secondary student sole right of placing his child in any 
public high school in the state of Vermont and full tuition has to 
be paid by local taxes. If a pupil attends an approved private 
non-denominational, secondary school in state or out, the average 
union high school tuition for the state of Vermont is paid. 

Therefore, it is hoped that parents will devote time and effort 
to thinking out their responsibility, for the importance of sound 
education was never greater than it is today. As a result of the 
large number of pupils applying for college admission, colleges can 
be much more selective than ever before. The opportunities open 
to those prepared for them become greater in this world of rapid 
scientific advancement. While the opportunities offered the high 
school and college graduate, respectively, are not the same, the 
former faces greater competition and needs preparation to meet 
it with success. 
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A secondary education is a must in today’s society. The 
proportion of people with less than four years of high school 
education declined from 62% to 49% in the decade 1956 to 1966. 
The recent technilogical developments in our society have focused 
attention on technical programs. Vocational education today 
represents an opportunity to attain status through the orderly 
acquisition of marketable skills, knowledge and attitudes. 

The rising expenditures for education are a major concern of 
school boards and taxpayers everywhere. But education should 
be thought of as an investment rather than a cost. The lack of 
quality education tends to produce individuals who do not 
contribute effectively to society and arc prone to crime, 
unemployment and general irresponsibility, thus creating a need 
for more tax-supported governmental services. 

What way is better to invest the taxpayers’ dollars than in 
the young people of today through an appropriate modern 
education? 

In closing this report, I express my appreciation to the 
Rutland Town School Directors, the administrator, teachers and 
custodial staff, town officials and the citizens for their cooperation 
during the past year.

Law Pertaining to Brush Fires 

“Fires kindled for the purpose of burning brush or for other 
lawful purpose shall be kindled only at such times and under such 
conditions as will enable the parties starting them to keep them 
entirely under control. Except as provided in this section, a 
person shall not kindle or authorize another to kindle a fire in the 
open air for the purpose of burning brush, weeds, grass or rubbish 
of any kind except where there is snow on the site, without first 
obtaining permission from the Fire Warden or Deputy Warden 
of the Town, or the State Forester, or his Deputy, stating when 
and where such fire may be kindled. Wherever such permission 
is granted, such Warden, or State Forester or his Deputy, within 
twelve hours, shall issue a written permit for record purposes 
stating when and where such fire may be kindled. Such permis- 
sion shall not be required for the kindling of a fire in a location 
which is 200 feet or more from any woodland, timberland or field 
containing dry grass or other inflammable plant material 
contiguous to woodland.”

REPORT TO THE TOWN OF RUTLAND 

Last year this department initiated reporting to each town 
and city the amounts spent and people aided in each locality 
under the various programs of the Vermont Department of Social 
Welfare. This report replaced the previous annual notification to 
each town of the charges that had been assessed against their 
community for their share of State operated welfare programs. 
The enactment by the General Assembly of the Social Welfare 
Act of 1967 eliminated sharing in State welfare costs at the local 
level and consequently, the basis for this type of reporting to the 
towns. 

This year’s report on amounts of money paid to money 
payment recipients in your town and monthly average number of 
recipients is for calendar year 1969 in contrast to the half year 
report made last year. In addition, we are able to report a full 
year of money spent for General Assistance and for the last six 
months of the year, the value of the bonus food stamps given to 
residents of your town and the monthly average number of 
participants. General Assistance is the program that was formerly 
operated by your Overseer of the Poor. Your town’s tabulation 
is as follows:

In addition, medical vendor payments for the calendar year 
1969 totaled over $1 1,000,000.00 (more than 1/3 of all department 
expenditures) and payments in behalf of committed children 
totaled over 81,000,000.00 for a monthly average of 1,4S0 
children. No doubt, residents of your community were numbered 
among those who benefited by these expenditures.
